Many of the 20 men accused 
of killing millions at the Ausch­ 
witz death camp have pleaded 
they had to obey murderous 
orders or f a c e fatal conse­ 
quences. 
Prosecutor Hans Grossmann 
told UPI that Musmanno heard 
top Nazi 
SS 
men 
testify 
at 
Nuernberg that "one could re 
fuse orders to kill innocent per­ 
sons — especially women and 
children—without coming under 
threat of death.” 
Alleged Gestapo torture m as­ 
ter Wilhelm Boger, doctor ac­ 
cused of sending women and 
children by the thousands to 
the

chambers, 
a

nurse 
who 
allegedly 
enjoyed 
breaking prisoners’ necks with 
an ax handle and a man who 
reportedly hurled babies 
into 
bonfires are among the 20 de­ 
fendants who have been on trial 
here since Dec. 20, 1963. 
Time and again they have 
testified 
they 
only did 
their 
duty. They say Nazi superiors 
threatened to drive them, too, 
into the gas chambers if they 
disobeyed. They put the blame 
on disappeared or dead men— 
such as the late Adolf Eich- 
mann. 
Musmanno was a witness at 
Eichmann’s trial in Israel. 
The Pennsylvanian’s value as 
a witness lies in his experience

telligence chief Walter Schellen- 
berg, SS "killer squad" boss 
Otto Ohlendorf and Otto Pohl, 
chief administrator of Nazi con­ 
centration camps.

Trial 
judges refused to call Musman­ 
no as a court expert.
